Journalist: As he was born as a son of Mt. Paektu, son of the 
guerrillas, during the grimmest days, he grew up sturdily as the 
son of the country and people and the successor to the revolu- 
tionary cause of Juche. 

Jon Sun Hui: In his early days he was educated by his 


parents, Kim II Sung and Kim Jong Suk, to develop dispositions 
and personality of a general with the soul of Mt. Paektu.

he February 8 Vinalon Complex set up a 

modern vinalon factory two years 
which was a great event for the whole nation, To- 
day the complex is bringing about an upsurge in 
production by demonstrating its might as a gigantic 
Juche fibre producer. 

Last year officials, technicians and workers of 
the complex newly built a horizontal spinning 
process whose capacity is several times higher than 
that of the existing vertical production process, and 
fibre production line.

PKs and shops in Pyongyang, including the duck- 
specializing restaurant at Thongil Street, serve delicious 
and nutritious duck. The meat is provided by the Tudan Duck 
Farm on the bank of the picturesque Taedong River in Pyongyang. 

The farm has a history of over 50 years that contributed to 
improving the dietary life of Pyongyangites. It underwent tech- 
nical reconstruction last year. 

Tens of duck houses and outdoor duck houses in fine arrays, 
a building for producing fermented and animal-protein feed, a 
scientific and technological information centre, a smokehouse, 
processes for producing organic complex fertilizers and biogas 
and well-paved roads lined with fruit trees in the compound of 
the farm... The farm renders such a beautiful scenery like a 
scroll of picture. 

Indoor and outdoor houses which have been expanded are 
flocked with ducklings, fattening and breeding ducks, and duck 
eggs are hatched by means of nano technology. 
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Fermented and animal-protein feed is produced on a scien- 
tific basis, thus reducing feed consumption per kg and reducing 
the fattening period by 15 days. 

The general control room of the farm supervises with com- 
puters all the processes, such as the production of composite 
microzyme and fermented feed, incubation of eggs, sterilization, 
and processing. 

The farm has also a modern line of producing nano antibiotic 
solutions for effective anti-epizootic work. 

The farm’s employees spend much time at the information 
centre to improve their technical knowledge and skills. 

They increase duck production, so as to contribute to fulfill- 
ing the lofty desire of Kim Jong I] who strove to make the peo- 
ple’s life richer.

The complex makes its utmost efforts to 
develop technology and ensure high quality of 
its products. 

In recent years it has developed and pro- 
duced more than 20 kinds of new medicines in 
close relations with several scientific research 
institutions. 

It strictly abides by the GMP of the WHO in 
its supply of raw materials, production proc- 
esses, quality inspection, production control 
and sale service. 

It has established the perfect quality control 
system guaranteeing the efficacy and safety of 
products and newly developed drugs by mak- 
ing good use of modern analyzing facilities and 
cutting-edge technology. 

About 130 kinds of medicines including 
Paclitaxel injections and antituberculous cap- 
sules and such traditional Korean medicines 
as Tongchunghachogo and Kugijago are pro- 
duced here and served at hospitals and phar- 
macies.
